Abbie Hoffman, often referred to as 
America’s leading dissident, will speak at 
the S. Peter Volpe Sports Complex at Mer- 
rmack on Wednesday, Feb. 29, at 8 p.m 

Trained as a Clinical psychologist at 
Brandeis and Berkeley, Hoffman dropped 
out of the profession in the early 60s to join 
the civil rights movement. As a field secre- 
tary for the Student Non-Violent Commit- 
tee, he worked on voter registration drives 
in the rural areas of the Deep South. In 1966 
he moved to New York’s Lower East Side 
where he organized street people and hip- 
ples 

Active in the anti-Vietnam Wat 
movement since 1964, he formed the Youth 
International Party, the Yippies, as an at- 
tempt to politically activate the counter- 
culture and in turn ail Americn youth. Dem- 
onstrations outside the Democratic conven 
tion in 1968 brought Hoffman to national 
prominence and made him a number one 
target of Nixon repression. In the Chicago 
Conspiracy Trial, called by the ACLU the 
most important political trial of this cen- 
tury. he shocked the nation by bringing his 
guerrilla theater tactics and mockery of 
unjust authority into the courtroom 

In 1973 he was arrested fr cocaine posses 
sion and fled underground. He spent seven 
years as a fugitive; the first years in Cen 
tral America and Mexico. In 1978 he was 
living n the St. Lawrence River in northern 
New York when the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers proposed a project that would have 
destroyed the beautiful 1000 Island region

As soon as you have decided on a wedding date, you should 
check with the church, synagogue, hotel or other place where 
you plan to have the ceremony - and also the site for the 
reception - to see if that date is available 

Some couples have been known to plan a year in advance to 
secure a particular date and site, especially during the popu- 
lar months of June, September and October 

A formal wedding takes several months to plan. This sug- 
gested list is based on the time necessary to plan and prepare 
for a large wedding. Those planning simpler weddings or 
shorter notice should also find the list helpful. 

Six Months Before 

Discuss the wedding budget with your parents. if expenses 
are to be shared with your fiance's family, include them, too. 
Even if costs are not going to be divided, it’s a good beginning 
to talk about the wedding style with everyone 

If you have not decided where the ceremony and reception 
will be held, do it now. When the date is set, it is a good time 
for both bride and bridegroom to meet with the clergyman, 
minister or rabbi 

Decide on the number of guests to be accommodated at the 
reception and reserve the site. Select a caterer, if necessary 

Decide on the number of attendants. 

Make a guest list 

Shop for your wedding gown and accessories. Order the 
gown, if necessary. (Keep in mind you will need the gown at 
least one month before the wedding date if you are planning to 
sit for a bridal portrait. ) 

Shop with bridesmaids for their gowns and accessories. 

Look for an apartment or new residence and shop for 
furniture. 

Select china, crystal, silver, etc., and register in your 
favorite store 

Make honeymoon plans and reservations. If you plan to 
travel outside the country, make arrangements for passports, 
visas and innoculations 

Three Months Before 

Order invitations, announcements and other stationery 
needed for thank-you notes, allowing three to four weeks for 
delivery. 

Pick up the envelopes in advance and address them 

Discuss the wedding color scheme with the mothers so their 
dresses will be coordinated in color and length 

Confirm the delivery date for your wedding gown and 
attendants’ dresses. Male attendants should make arrange- 
ments for their attire, especially if suits must be rented

Music For The Wedding 


A line in the popular ‘‘Wedding Song” 
says, ‘‘Whenever two or more of you are 
gathered in his name, there is love.’’ 

There is also music. 

No wedding is complete without it, but to 
have it meaningful to the couple, it takes a 
little advance planning and ingenuity 

Here are some other guidelines and sug- 
gestions to make every wedding and its

If the wedding is to be performed in a 
religious setting, consult with clergy or the 
church music director to determine what 
types of music are allowed.

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A Guide To Tipping 


When caiculating the price of a wedding, don’t overlook a 
small, but significant, cost—tipping. 

If tips have not been included into the overall cost of the 
wedding, the bride’s father could find himself scrambling for 
cash on the wedding day. 

Of course, the less extravagant the wedding ceremony, the 
fewer the tips. 

Following is a list from ‘Your Complete Wedding Pianner”’ 
by Marjabelle Young Stewart (David McKay Company, Inc. ) 
of those who are tipped, the amount they receive and who 
pays them 


¢ The caterer, hotel or club banquet manager and the bridal 
consultant receive 1 to 5 percent, but only if special services 
are offered. The reception host adds any special payment to 
the bill when he pays it 

¢ All servers, including waiters, waitresses, bartenders and 
table captains, receive 15 percent, plus 1 to 5 percent for 
captains if their fee is not included in the total bill. The 
reception host adds gratuities to the bill when he pays it 

¢ Powder and coatroom attendants are tipped 50 cents per 
guest or a flat fee agreed on beforehand. The reception host 
adds a flat fee to the bill when he pays or he tips attendants 
immediately after the reception. 

The florist, photographer, baker and musicians receive one 
to 15 percent only if special services are performed, The 
limousine driver is tipped 15 percent. 

Civil ceremony officials such as judges, justices of the 
peace and city clerks are paid a flat fee, usually $10 is the 
minimum, but check first to see if the official is allowed to 
accept money. The bridegroom pays via the best man after 
the ceremony. 

« Clergymen receive a donation based on the time he has 
spent and the size of the ceremony. The bridegroom pays 
through his best man 


¢ Ceremony assistants such as altar boys and organists are 
paid from $5 to $25. the wedding host pays them directly after

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Acknowledging The Gifts 


Every bride loves to receive her wedding gifts, and it is her 
duty to personally acknowledge each and every gift she 
receives 

It is best to write your thank-you notes as each gift arrives 
to avoid last-minute confusion. It is essential to keep a record 
of gifts and who sent them as a reminder of what you 
received. 

Etiquette sets certain guides for your thank-you notes 
Traditionally, though addressed only to the wife, the husband 
should be mentioned in the body of the note. 

Make each note sincere and grateful. Notes may be brief, 
but must be interesting. Include, if possible, some personal 
reference, specifically mention the gift and how you expect to 
use It. And be sure to include your bridegroom’s name. 

Acknowledgement of a check should preferably refer to the 
article you purchased or plan to purchase with the money 
Notes are signed ‘‘Affectionately,”’ ‘‘Sincerely,’’ or ‘‘Love,’ 
as the case may be, and your signature includes your sur- 
name, unless you know the person well 

In the case of duplicate gifts, write each thank you as if it 
were the only one received 

And if you don’t know what the item is, there are many 
ways to tactfully thank the giver without revealing your 
bewilderment

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Bridal Headdress Is A Mix Of Varied Customs 


When a bride is considering what to wear on her wedding 
day, the question of what to place on her head is one her most 
difficult decisions. 

Today's bride may not realize that whatever type of head- 
dress she chooses, she will be representing a mix of tradition 
and origins throughout the world. 

During the late 1800's in the United States, the type of veil or 
hat worn was determined largely by her role in society 

Veils and wreaths were a part of the bridal wardrobe almost 
exclusively in the early 1800's, while hats grew more fashiona- 
ble later on. 

The importance of the headdress was so great that, accord- 
ing to photos from that period, more money may have been 
spent on the headpieces than on the dress itself. 

Veils varied greatly in the expense and quality of the lace 
used, with machine made lace becoming more popular in the 
20th century. 

The late 1800s also brought a unique style of veil: divided 
down the front, off center, as if to resemble curtains. 

Using a wreath to hold the veil in place was a fashionable 
variant with orange blossoms abd jasmine used most fre- 
quently for floral decorations. 

Many well-preserved Victorian and Edwardian wreaths 
were constructed with delicate wax flowers. Silk, cotton 
materials were also popular allternatives for the floral 
wreath. 

In other countires, a variety of colors, fabrics, textures, and 
even precious jewels were used for the bridal crown, or 
headdress. 

An interesting interpretation comes from Hungarian 
folklore, which says the bridalcrown or coronet signifies that 
the bride is indeed queen for the day, with an unquestionable 
right to her crown 

In the Ormanysag country of Baranya, Hungary, the bride 
wore a hood of bright red artificial flowers, covered largely 
with pearls, silver dangles, and pallettes. Fluttering king 
Streamers of ribbon were apparent with every step 

The customs of bright and ornate wedding styles began in 
the Scandinavian countries 

In Norway, a wedding was always an occasion to display 
special finery. In the case of the Norwegian headdress, the 
bride had her choice of two distinctly differetn styles of 
crowns 

Even today, the Norwegian bride still has two crowns from 
which to choose the ‘church’ crown with its virgin signifi- 
cance, and more ordinary crown

It may be 
worn only in a church ceremony, and is placed on the bride’s H 0 N FYMO 0 N HEADQ UA RTERS 
head by the minister's wife 

The more ordinary crown is worn in any other ceremony, 
and is far more simple designed of myrtle or colored paper 
with gold leaf ornaments. 

In Finland, the popular headdress was a combination of two 
crowns from Norway. It is a large crown constructed with 
colored paper and artificial flowers. 

The famous Voss bridal crown is made of silver with 
hanging jewels. Often the bride’s hair did not match the lustre 
of the crown, so a wig of fine gold thread was used. 

Today's brides more closely follow the traditional Swedish 
bride. She would wear a headdress made of a piece of fine 
linen. 

Meant to frame the face, a small circle at the back of the 
head is made of wood, covered with linen coming up over the 
head, pleated and fan-shapped. 

Wealth also played a large role in bridal crowns of Dutch 
women. A wealthy woman marrying into equal wealth would 
wear a rown of silver adorned with jewels, while the less 
fortunate bride would wear a coronet of pasteboard with 
embroidered silk.

in retirement years, may be able to continue to main- 
tain an Andover address. 

And, there are others with income limitations who 
would like to maintain their Andover affiliation, but are . 
unable to due to the price tag on many of the Andover 
homes offered for sale. 

These are the people whose needs must be addressed, 
and whose requirements could possibly be met with 
proper and adequate condominium developments, done 
tastefully and offering an opportunity to a particular 
segment of our society who would find them satisfying 
the desire to continue to be Andover residents. 

No doubt in the ensuing weeks the development and 
planning department will be examining the condomini- 
um issue once again, with an eye toward meeting rigid 
Andover building standards, space limitations and prob- 
ably the aesthetics of such a proposal. 

That is a good omen for the town. 

But, frankly, both the planners and the town should 
probably go a step further and get a bit personal in their 
considerations. They should examine how well the 
young and the senior citizens, whose income is limited, 
are going to be able to continue to reside in the commu- 
nity they have so much enjoyed over these many years. 

Then, probably, working with proposed developers, 
they could present a proposal to town meeting to pro- 
vide at last a multi-unit, single-ownership development 


It would appear that the lure to town meeting may be 
the issue of condominium development once again. 

It is a subject addressed by prior annual and special 
sessions, and the result has been the same: The town 
has refused to accord new multi-unit dwellings in the 
community. 

There is considerable time before the issue is ad- 
dressed by the annual exercise in democracy known as 
town meeting this year, and with that latitude, it is 
suggested that the town’s planners and residents alike 
address the matter of condominium development in a 
serious manner. ‘ 

One of the prime considerations in the past presenta- 
tions has been the aesthetic issue, as well as what effect 
the condo development would have on town services. 

While the point is valid, and one which should be 
considered, there are some other motivating influences 
to peruse before rendering a decision on whether or not 
the town should have such development. 

Among the more serious considerations is whether or 
not affordable housing is available in Andover. 


It is recalled here that the late William Stewart, who 

served on the board of selectmen for several years 

. under the new town manager charter, had had a prima- 
ry concern during his tenure about the young people of 

Andover being able to afford to continue to reside here. 


And, while his point is indeed as valid a consideration 
today as it was then, certainly one must also consider 
whether older, life-long residents, now on fixed incomes

for Andover. 


Something the town has rejected in the past, but now

tell the analysts what is 
going on behind the grim, 
fortress-like walls of the 
Kremlin. 

America’s best intelli- 
gence sources did not know 
whether Yuri Andropov was 
dead or alive during his last 
days. The United States sim- 
ply gets no human intelli- 
gence from inside the Soviet 
power structure. 

But U.S. technological 
intelligence is the best in the 
world. The experts are able 
to intercept messages, break 
codes and photograph Soviet 
installations. They are even 
able to pick up some conver- 
sations inside the Kremlin. 

It was an_ intercepted 
message, in fact, which gave 
U.S. experts their first hint 
that Andropov was seriously 
ill. Our sources told us of his 
sickness last June and we 
reported that the CIA was 
betting that “Andropov will 
die within a year. That's how

bad his health is.” 

Those same sources now 
tell us that Andropov’s 
successor, Konstantin Cher- 
nenko, is a master of Krem- 
lin paper work but he will 
not be a dynamic leader. 
According to one top-secret 
analysis, Chernenko will be 
“responsible for seeing to it 
that Politburo decisions are 
carried out — that is, as the 
top civil servant of the Polit- 
buro, not as its master.” 

Chernenko’s specialty 
before he moved into the 
Kremlin was propaganda 
and agitation, so he will 
probably continue the war of 
words with the United 
States. But he is a wary, 
cautious leader who is not 
likely to go beyond the 
brink. 

There is even a chance, 
Says another top-secret 
document, that he may “get 
detente with the United 
States back on track.”

The Army Corps of 
Engineers, for example, is 
spending millions of dollars 
to beautify a powerhouse. 
You might think that a 
powerhouse sitting on top of 
a dam would be a strictly 
functional piece of architec- 
ture. But the Army Engi- 
neers appear determined to 
make a Taj Mahal out of a 
powerhouse in Calhoun 
Falls, S.C. 

First, the Army Engineers 
hired a world-famous archi- 
tect, Marcel Breuer, to pre- 
pare an ‘architectural 
concept” for the power- 
house. He set to work with 
his usual flair and added 
refinements that brought the 
estimated price tag for the 
structure up to $60 million. 

Some of the refinements 
promise to make the build- 
ing look more like a Hyatt 
Hotel than an electric gener- 
ating plant. The plans call 
for a curved promenade 
deck covered with glass 
panels, an overlook terrace, 
a circular rarnp leading 
down to a fishing deck, and 
granite flooring blocks with 
a fish-scale pattern. The fan- 
cy flooring alone will cost 
about $776,000 more than 
plain old concrete paving 
blocks. 

The purpose of the frills, 
according to a Pentagon 
document, is “to attract 
visivors.”
